Incentives in Repetitive Work, A Practical 
Experiment in a Factory. Industrial Health 
Research Board Report No. 69. 


The present report describes an investigation which 
set out to study the reactions of a number of individual 
workers, differing in type and temperament, to varying 
ay and conditions o itive work, The experiments 

as the laboratory in which 
yw took place was part of a real factory, in which the 
subjects o of the experiments were employed by the 
manufacturers of a well known proprietary article and 
where their produce formed part of the daily factory 
output. 


The operatives themselves were under close and con- 
tinual observation for over a year, and this period gave 
sufficient opportunities for the investigators to note 
important obstacles to efficiency and contentment at 
work, which are apt to escape notice in less intensive 
or more general investigation of groups. The report 
may be said, so far as the Board are aware, to present 
the first “* close-up ’’ psychological picture of a group 
of operatives engaged in repetition work which has 
been taken in this country.

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Wholesale Prices—A General Advance (Page 201) 


An increase of 1-9 per cent. is shown for January 
in the average of prices as compared with the 
previous month and one of 4-5 per cent. as compared 
with January, 1933, the respective index numbers 
being 87°7, 86:1 and 83°9. For the first time for over 
five years the average for each of the ten groups of 
commodities was higher than in the preceding month. 


South African Trade Prospects (Page 203) 

The outlook for trade with South Africa appears 
to be most hopeful, writes H.M. Senior Trade Com- 
missioner in the Union. Ample funds are available, 
and, providing that the existing position of gold is 
maintained, it seems certain that the market for 
machinery and plant and consumers’ goods generally 
must expand rapidly in the near future. 


Foreign Exchanges in January (Page 205) 

As compared with the first seven currencies shown 
in the London tables sterling declined about 4 per 
cent. The Argentine peso, previously pegged to the 
French franc, was related to the pound on 
January 19. Sterling depreciated by nearly 3 per 
cent. during the month in comparison with the 
United States dollar, and by 2 per cent. as against 
the Canadian dollar. Spanish pesetas gained nearly 
24 per cent. at the expense of the pound, but the 
latter gained nearly 14 per cent. on the Japanese yen. 


Shipping Movements at British Ports (Page 207) 

Arrivals with cargo in the foreign trade in Decem- 
ber, 1933, were of 2°4 per cent. greater tonnage than 
in December, 1932, but departures were 3°7 per cent. 
less. Arrivals in ballast declined by 11°3 per cent., 
but departures rose by 5:3 per cent. The coasting 
trade showed advances of 2°4 per cent. in arrivals 
with cargo and of 11°6 and 6°6 per cent. respectively 
in ballast arrivals and departures, with a decrease of 
2°1 per cent. in cargo clearances. 


Canadian Mineral Production in 1933 (Page 218) 


An increase of 85 per cent. over 1932 to a value 
of 198} million dollars is reported. 


Irish Free State Trade in 1933 (Page 219) 
Imports, at £35,789,153, and exports, at 
£19,069,219, compare with  £42,574,222 and 
£25,802,924 respectively in 1932. Imports from 
Great Britain totalled £22,948,099 in 1933 as against 
£28,869,206 in 1932, and exports to Great Britain 

£15,739,748 as compared with £21,914,363. 


South African Wool Prices (Page 219) 


A remarkable advance is shown in the average 
prices of wool exported in the second half of 1933 
as compared with the corresponding period of the 
two preceding years. 


Czechoslovak Trade in 1933 (Page 220) 
Imports, at 5,832 million crowns, compare with 
7,486 million ers. in 1932, and exports at 5,853 
million ers., with 7,342 million ers. 


Trade with the Dominican Republic (Page 221) 


British agents in the Republic all speak optimistic- 
ally of the present state of trade, writes H.M. Consul 
at Santo Domingo. Although, he adds, this must 
not be construed as indicating a big market, it does 
denote that it is worthy of attention. 


French Trade Decline (Page 222) 


Imports in 1933 were of nearly 44 per cent. less 
value than in 1932, while exports fell off by close 
upon 64 per cent. The unfavourable balance of trade 
was slightly smaller at 9,992 million francs as com- 
pared with 10,103 million frs. in 1982. 








German Foreign Trade in 1933 (Page 222) 
Imports, at 4,204 million marks, and exports, at 
4,872 million mks., compare with 4,667 million mks. 
and 5,739 million mks. respectively in 1932, the 
favourable trade balance being reduced to 668 million 
mks. from 1,072 million mks. 


Haytian Imports from the United Kingdom (Page 223) 
While imports as a whole have declined by 22 per 
cent., those of the chief importance from the United 
Kingdom have increased by 8 per cent., writes H.M. 
Consul at Port-au-Prince. 


Swedish Iron and Steel in 1933 (Page 225) 


Production showed a moderate increase, imports 
a small rise and exports a fair advance as compared 
with 1932.

WHOLESALE PRICES IN JANUARY 


A GENERAL INCREASE 


COMPARISON OF JANUARY, 1934, WITH DECEMBER, 1933, AND WITH JANUARY, 1933. 


As measured at the Board of Trade, the average of wholesale prices in January showed, on balance, an increase 
of 1:9 per cent. as compared with December, and an increase of 4°5 per cent. as compared with January, 1933, 
the index numbers for the three months being 87°7, 86°1 and 83°9 respectively (1930 = 100).

Norr.—Indices for January, 1934, compared with the averages for 1913 and 1924 as 100, are shown on page 203. 


The table shows that a general increase in prices 
occurred in January, the average for each of the ten 
groups being higher than in December. This is the 
first month for over five years in which such a result 
has been recorded. 


The index number for all articles for January (87-7) 
is the highest since February, 1932, while that for 
industrial materials (90-7) is the highest since Decem,- 
ber, 1930. 


The weekly index numbers, which are compiled on 
the basis of the prices during the period September 
1-19, 1931 = 100 (i.e., the three weeks prior to the 
suspension of the gold standard in this country), 
showed a slight rise in food prices in the second week 
of January, which was maintained throughout the re- 
mainder of the month, and a rise, week by week, for 
industrial materials. The index numbers for food 
in the four weeks ending with the period January 
21-27 were 95°7, 96°5, 96°6, and 96-3 and for indus- 
trial materials 110°3, 111°2, 111-9, and 112-1.

industrial materials the increase of nearly 49 per cent. 
in wool prices is particularly noteworthy. 

A comparison of the 150 price averages * for Janur 
ary with those relating to December shows 73 
increases and 24 decreases, the 53 articles of food 
accounting for 31 of the former and 15 of the latter. 
Of the 81 increases for food, 15 were of less than 5 per 
cent., 10 were of between 5 and 10 per cent., and 6 
were of between 10 and 20 per cent. Of the 15 de- 
creases for food, 7 were of less than 5 per cent., 5 were 
of between 5 and 10 per cent., and 3 were of between 
15 and 20 per cent. 

The averages for industrial materials show 42 in- 
creases and 9 decreases, each of the latter being of less 
than 5 per cent. Of the 42 increases, 25 were of less 
than 5 per cent., 11 were of between 5 and 10 per cent., 
and 6 were of between 10 and 16 per cent. 

The table on page 202 shows the average monthly 
wholesale prices of 60 principal commodities included 
in the index. 

The principal changes in January, as compared with 
December, in the average prices of the cereals which 
are included in the table were a decrease of over 5 per 
cent. for maize and an increase of 5 per cent. for 
Northern Manitoba wheat. The ‘‘ Gazette average ”’ 
price of English wheat was lower by 2 per cent., while 
flour was dearer by over 2 per cent. In the ** meat ”’ 
group, Danish bacon and Irish bacon were dearer by 
10 and 11 per cent. respectively, Scotch beef was 
slightly cheaper, and Argentine chilled beef, Aus- 
tralian frozen beef, and New Zealand lamb were 
slightly dearer. Among ‘* other foods,’’ Danish and 
New Zealand butter were cheaper by 15 and 6 per 
cent. respectively, Cheddar cheese was dearer by 
nearly 9 per cent., and the average price of Indian 
tea increased by over 6 per cent. 

Of the industrial materials included in the table, the 
only change in the iron and steel group was a small 
decrease in the price of tinplates. Household coal 
(Nottingham best brights) was dearer by 10 per cent., 
while among non-ferrous metals copper was slightly 
dearer, and lead, tin and zine were slightly cheaper. 
Prices in the textile groups were generally higher; 
American and Egyptian raw cotton were dearer by 
nearly 13 and 16 per cent. respectively, and cotton 
yarns and cotton cloths were dearer by between 2 and 
6 per cent. Wool tops in oil, wool yarns, raw hemp 
and raw jute were all considerably dearer. Of the 
miscellaneous industrial materials, leather was slightly 
cheaper, and rubber was dearer by nearly 5 per cent. 

Items Not Included in the Table.—With regard to 
the commodities the prices for which are included in 
the compilation of the index, but are not shown in the 
accompanying table, the principal changes in the food

groups were an increase of 19 per cent. in the average 
of the prices of the four descriptions of fish included 
in the index, increases of 15 per cent. and 10 per cent.

SOUTH AFRICA 
ECONOMIC POSITION AND TRADE CONDITIONS, 1931-33 


The two years which have passed since he wrote his 
last Report have been years of grave depression and 
difficulty for every major interest, with the exception 
of the gold mining industry, states H.M. Senior Trade 
Commissioner in the Union of South Africa in his 
latest *Report. 


In spite of the falling yield of taxation, the Govern- 
ment, by the exercise of the strictest economy in 
expenditure and by increases in taxation, particularly 
through import duties, income tax, postal charges and 
stamp duties, have not only met essential expenditure 
but have found means to provide sufficient assistance

to hard-pressed productive industries to prevent the 
serious breakdown of any important section of industry. 
The financial business of the Government has been so 
ably carried on during this difficult period that its main 
objectives have been achieved without incurring any 
serious deficit on revenue account and without imperil- 
ling the country’s credit, which has throughout stood 
very high. 

From the moment when the United Kingdom was 
forced to abandon the gold standard, in September, 
1931, a heated controversy was carried on as to the 
policy which should be adopted in the interest of the 
Union of South Africa. In general all commercial 
interests favoured the devaluation of the Union’s 
currency and, perhaps rather less universally, the 
linking of that currency with sterling. It was held that 
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the adoption of this policy would facilitate trade with 
the country’s most important customer and would 
benefit all primary producers by raising the currency 
price obtained for their produce exported and reducing 
the burden of their mortgage and debt charges. 


This view the Government were unable to accept, 
and for fifteen months the currency was maintained at 
its full gold parity. During this period the Budget 
position remained reasonably good, the balance of 
trade was greatly in the country’s favour and all 
ordinary exchange requirements were met without diffi- 
culty, but confidence in the permanent soundness of 
the policy could not be established and the internal 
financial strain due to the load of indebtedness incurred 
during the period of high commodity prices could not 
be relieved. 


EFFEcT oF CURRENCY DEPRECIATION 


As a result the Government were ultimately forced, 
at the end of December, 1932, to suspend the con- 
vertibility of the note issue, and shortly after to link 
the Union’s currency with sterling. The depreciation 
of the currency conferred great benefits on the gold 
mining industry through the high premium on the sale 
of gold, and the Government have imposed special 
taxation on the large additional profits which have thus 
accrued. This has provided the revenue required to 
liquidate the revenue deficit and supply funds to assist 
the depressed agricultural industry. 


The position of the railway administration was most 
difficult throughout the two years which ended on 
March 31, 1933. Traffic fell off so seriously that, in 
spite of curtailment of services and the exercise of 
every possible economy, including the cutting down 
of maintenance to a point which appeared almost 
dangerous, a deficit on revenue account of about 
£3,700,000 accumulated. Since April 1 last the 
position has steadily improved and traffic in all 
branches has increased. 


The position of the farming community is also im- 
proving. The higher prices in currency obtained for its 
produce on export have been of great value and the 
rise in price levels, particularly of wool, has been of 
further assistance. The assistance given by the 
Government in various forms has made it possible for 
the industry to carry on with the hope that its difficul- 
ties can in time be overcome, but the load of debt has 
still to be lifted, and some time may yet elapse before 
its buying power is restored. 


The gold mining industry is more prosperous than 
ever in its history. A period of rapid expansion appears 
to be in prospect, and, if conditions remain as they are 
to-day, purchases of machinery, plant and supplies of 
all descriptions should increase very greatly during the 
next two or three years. The prosperity of the industry 
should also be reflected in the buying power of the 
whole of the community dependent on the industry, 
and the market for consumers’ goods of all sorts in 
the Transvaal should expand greatly. Other mining 
industries have not enjoyed the same advantages. 
Diamond production has virtually ceased and is not 
likely to revive until the world economic position im- 
proves. Coal production has benefited, and will no 


doubt continue to benefit, by the prosperity of the gold 
industry, but is still working below its normal capacity. 
Base metals and minerals have suffered from poor 
demand and low prices. 
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Secondary industries suffered during the depression 


from the low buying and consuming power of the 
country in common with the import trade, but at the 
worst time they did not lose so large a proportion of 
their turnover as the importers. Recovery also began 
much earlier and prosperity has been gradually return- 
ing since the middle of 1932. During the past two 
years the process of expanding the range and variety 
of goods produced has continued and the expansion is 
still continuing. 


EXTERNAL TRADE 


From the level of 1930 the value of the total export 
trade fell by about 14 per cent. in 1931 and about 
174 per cent. in 1932. The first half of 1933 showed a 
definite improvement, however, and the small extent 
to which the Union’s trade position has been affected 
by the depression is shown by the fact that from the 
high level of 1929 to the low point reached in 1932 the 
fall in value of the total exports was less than 30 per 
cent. The reduction in export values has been due 
mainly to the decline in price levels. Reductions in 
volume are shown in the case of a few minerals, notably 
diamonds, coal and manganese ore, and in re-exports, 
but otherwise the volume of trade has been but little 
affected. So far as exports are concerned the country’s 
trade appears to be in a very strong position. 


The value of the total import trade has fallen much 
more heavily; from the high level of 1929 the fall was 
about 224 per cent. to 1930, 364 per cent. to 1931, and 
over 60 per cent. to 1932. Reduction in price levels 
probably accounted for about half the fall and reduc- 
tion in volume for the remainder. The decrease in the 
import trade appears to be far greater than can be 
explained by the country’s external trade position and 
is probably due partly to lack of confidence in the 
stability of the country’s economic position and partly 
to the serious reduction of buying power in the country 
districts. During the first half of 1933 the value of all 
imports increased by about 32} per cent. over the 
similar period of 1932, but values for 1933 were assessed 
in a currency which had been depreciated by 30 per 
cent. 


Unitep Kineapom TRADE witH SoutH AFRICA 


The position of United Kingdom trade has been main- 
tained very well. The percentage of total imports 
derived from the United Kingdom fell back in 1931 to 
44-6 per cent. from 46 per cent. in the previous year, 
but recovered again to 46 per cent. in 1932. The first 
six months of 1933 saw a notable advance since goods 
of United Kingdom origin formed over 51 per cent. of 
the total imports, a figure which had not been reached 
for ten years past. There is every reason to suppose 
that one factor which has contributed largely to the im- 
provement has been the great recovery in the United 
Kingdom trade in cotton piece-goods: this trade has 
been greatly assisted by the specific duty placed on 
imports from other sources under the terms of the 
Ottawa Agreement. 


The improvement in the United Kingdom share of 
the trade has not been apparent in all classes of trade. 
Particulars given in a later section of the Report show 
that in many classes trade was still being lost to foreign 
competitors in 1932. For this, United Kingdom manu- 
facturers and exporters cannot be entirely absolved 
from blame. Much more attention has been paid to 
the market during the last few years, much greater 
willingness has been displayed to serve its special needs

and much more notice has been taken of the recom- 
mendations and advice of local representatives, of 
minor complaints and of suggestions for meeting the 
convenience of local buyers and importers; but it 
remains true that many firms which might obtain con- 
siderable South African business ‘are content to rely on 
traditional methods and to be satisfied with such 
business as happens to come to thern and are still un- 
convinced that a more enterprising policy might be 
worth while. 


Up to the end of 1932 competition from foreign 
countries had not altered greatly in extent or character. 
The proportion of the total trade supplied by most of 
the countries on the Continent of Europe and by the 


United States was tending to decline, and the only: 


supplying countries whose proportion of the trade was 
increasing were Japan and Germany. During the first 
half of 1933 the total proportion of imports derived 
from foreign countries declined further, the German 
share of the trade suffered a setback, and the only 
important countries which increased their trade were 
Japan and Italy. 


REMARKABLE CHANGE IN ‘l'RADE BALANCE 


During the nine years to the end of 1930 the average 
annual surplus of the value of all exports, including 
ships’ stores supplied to ships other than those regis- 
tered in the Union of South Africa, over the value of 
all imports, including charges for freight, insurance, 
ete., was about £11,370,000. This sum, together with 
the average value of the import of new capital, which 
was taken at about £6 million per annum, was assumed 
to be about sufficient to meet external payments for 
interest on loans, mine and other dividends, commis- 
sions and the adverse balance on tourist expenditure. 
The position in 1931 did not alter greatly, the balance 
of export values over imports being about £14,500,000, 
and since no exchange or banking difficulties had then 
arisen, 1t may be assumed that external payments

approximately balanced. During 1932, however, a 
remarkable change began to take place. The export 
figures were fairly well maintained, while import values 
were heavily reduced and the balance of visible trade 
rose sharply to £32,404,149, and since the balance of 
ordinary invisible payments cannot have altered appre- 
ciably to the disadvantage of South Africa, a balance 
of about £20 million remained to be accounted for. It 
is assumed that this balance was approximately the 
amount of the capital exported from the Union during 
the period. The position during the first six months 
of 1933 appeared to be still more unbalanced. The 
assessed value of all exports from the Union was 
£36,221,455, which did not include the value of the 
premium accruing on the sale of gold, estimated to 
exceed £10 million, and the corresponding valuation 
of all imports, including freight, insurance, commis- 
sions and other charges was only £21,414,764, which 
left an apparent balance in favour of the Union of 
about £25 million. It is known that the holdings of 
the Reserve Bank in London on December 31, 19382, 
did not exceed £700,000, and that on June 80, 1933, 
they were over £27 million, from which it is fairly clear 
that very large sums of Union money are available for 
use In commercial employment or for development as 
soon as confidence is fully re-established and condi- 
tions become favourable. 


The outlook for trade, therefore, appears to be most 
hopeful. Ample funds are available, the prospects for 
mining development are very great, and the prosperity 
of the mines will carry forward-with it the development 
of secondary and other industries. The Government 
is in a position to assist to re-establish the farming 
industries on a small basis: this would restore the pur- 
chasing power of the country districts, and, provided 
the existing position of gold is maintained, it appears 
certain that the value of the Union as a market for 


-machinery, plant and consumers’ goods of all kinds 


must rapidly increase in the near future.

The average of the rates for French francs in London 
in the week ended December 30, 1933, represented a 
depreciation in the value of the pound sterling of 
32°7 per cent. as compared with the closing rate on 
September 19, 1931. Comparing the same periods, 
Swiss francs, Dutch florins, belgas, lire, Czechoslovak 
crowns, and Reichsmarks represented a depreciation 
in the value of the pound sterling ranging from 32-0 to 
33°3 per cent. The London exchange rates on these 
seven centres showed little change during the first half 
of the month, the net movement being less than one- 
half of one per cent., but in the third week of the 
month there was a movement against sterling, the 
average depreciation being nearly 34 per cent. There 
was a further slight depreciation during the remainder 
of the month and on balance the pound declined, as 
compared with the gold currencies mentioned, by about 
4 per cent. during January. 


The Argentine peso, which had formerly been pegged 
to the French franc, the control rate in Buenos Aires 
being 12°38 French francs to the gold peso, was related 
to sterling on January 19. The basis of exchange 
is 15 paper pesos to the pound. The rate for 
the gold peso was 353d. or 36d. from January 1 to 13, 
but on the 15th, 16th, 17th and 18th the rates were 
363d., 367d., 374d. and 374d. respectively. On the 
19th the rate declined to 363d., at which figure it 
remained until February 2. 


Exchange rates on the three Scandinavian centres 
remained unchanged throughout January. 


The average of the United States dollar rates in 
London in the week ended December 30, 1933, repre- 
sented an appreciation in the value of the pound 
sterling of 49 per cent. as compared with the closing 
rate on September 19, 1931. During the first week of 
January sterling appreciated by nearly 1 per cent., but 
this rise was followed by declines averaging about 
1 per cent. in each of the three weeks ended 
January 13, 20 and 27. The closing quotations during 
the month ranged from 4°94} (26th) to 5-164 (2nd), 
while the closing rate on the 31st (4-974) showed the 
pound to be at a premium of about 2 per cent. On 
balance sterling depreciated by nearly 3 per cent. 
during the month. 


_ The London rate on Montreal showed an appreciation 
in the value of the pound sterling of 3°2 per cent., as 





compared with the closing rate on September 19, 1931. 
There was a movement in favour of sterling in the first 
week of the month, but during the remainder of 
January the pound declined in value. On balance 
sterling depreciated by 2 per cent. during the month. 
Canadian funds in New York were at a discount of 
4 per cent. on January 4, at a slight premium on 
January 11, at a discount of 1 per cent. on January 18, 
of 4% per cent. on January 25 and at about par on 
February 1. 


Spanish pesetas appreciated in terms of sterling by 
nearly 24 per cent. during the month. 


The Japanese yen varied little in comparison with 
sterling throughout the month, the London rates 
ranging from 1445d. to 144d. The closing rate on 
January 31 (144%d.), represented an improvement in 
terms of sterling of nearly 14 per cent. as compared 
with the rate at the end of December, 1933.

lira to be at a discount of about one-half of one per 
cent., and the belga and the Swiss franc to be slightly 
below parity. The French franc appreciated in terms 
of each of these currencies during January, the largest 
movement being about one-half of one per cent. in 
relation to the Dutch florin. 


The depreciation during the month in the pound 
sterling and in the United States dollar in comparison 
with the French franc was much greater. The pound 
was quoted at a discount of 32-6 per cent. on Decem- 
ber 28 and of 37:0 per cent. on February 1, while on the 
same dates the dollar was at a discount of 35°6 and 
38°7 per cent. respectively. Spanish pesetas were at a 
discount of about 574 per cent. during the first half of 
January, but subsequently the rate moved unfavour- 
ably to the peseta, the quotation on February 1 show- 
ing a discount of 58} per cent. 


SHIPPING 


MOVEMENT AT UNITED KINGDOM PORTS IN DECEMBER, 1933, AND IN 
RECENT QUARTERLY PERIODS 


Foreign Trade.—The net tonnage of the vessels that 
arrived at ports in the United Kingdom during 
December, 1933, with cargo for discharge at the port 
of arrival was 6,322,000 tons, or 151,000 tons (2°4 per 
cent.) more than the corresponding total for December, 
1932. This increase followed substantial increases in 
each of the preceding five months, the total arrivals 
with cargo during the second half of 1983 being 
2,370,000 tons greater than in the same period of the 
previous year. Sritish tonnage in December was 
119,000 tons (3 per cent.) higher than a year earlier and 
Dutch tonnage increased by 24,00/) tons, or 10 per 
cent., but decreases of 36,000 tons (10 per cent.) and 
50,000 tons (17 per cent.), respectively, were shown 
for Norwegian and United States vessels. About 62 per 
cent. of the net tonnage that arrived with cargo was 
British in both December, 1933, and December, 1932. 


The net tonnage of the vessels that arrived at any 
port without cargo for discharge at that port, recorded 
as arriving in ballast, amounted during the month to 
2,354,000 tons, being 299,000 tons, or 11°35 per cent., 
less than in December of the previous year. ‘This 
decrease was mainly in arrivals from European coun- 
tries and was largely among foreign-owned vessels. 
Of the principal nationalities concerned British ton- 
nage declined by 119,000 tons (8 per cent.), Norwegian 
by 40,000 tons (28 per cent.) and Dutch by 20,000 
tons (14 per cent.); and there was a large decrease, 
amounting to 134,000 tons, or 28 per cent., in the 
tonnage of vessels of ‘* Other Nationalities,’’ chiefly 
[talian and Japanese. There were no increases of im- 
portance. The British proportion of the net tonnage 
that arrived in ballast was 62 per cent. in December, 
1933, and 59 per cent. in December, 1932, while of the 
total British tonnage that arrived 27 per cent. was in 
ballast in the later, and 29 per cent. in the earlier, 
period. 


The net tonnage of the vessels that departed during 
December, 1933, from ports at which they had loaded 
cargo for abroad, aggregated 5,029,000 tons and was 
191,000 tons, or 3°7 per cent., less than the total for 
December of the previous year, this decrease following 
substantial increases in each of the preceding four 
months. British departures in December showed a 
small increase of 16,000 tons, but the tonnage of all 
other principal nationalities declined; Norwegian 
tonnage was less by 21,000 tons (10 per cent.), German 
by 27,000 tons (11 per cent.) and Dutch by 54,000 tons 
(21 per cent.), while slight decreases were recorded for 
French and United States vessels. Nearly 66 per 
cent, of the net tonnage that departed with cargo in 
December last was British, as against 63 per cent. in 
December, 1982. 


The net tonnage of the vessels that departed from 
ports at which they had loaded no cargo for abroad, 
recorded as departing in ballast, amounted during the 
month to 3,960,000 tons, this total being 198,000 tons, 
or 5°3 per cent., greater than that for December, 1932. 
A substantial increase of 140,000 tons (6 per cent.) was 
recorded for British vessels, while Dutch, French and 
German vessels increased by 39,000 tons (29 per cent.), 
26,000 tons (31 per cent.) and 18,000 tons (7 per cent.), 
respectively. There were decreases of 54,000 tons, or 
18 per cent., in the Norwegian tonnage and of 33,000 
tons, or 19 per cent., in the tonnage belonging to the 
United States. The British proportion of the net 
tonnage that departed in ballast was between 60 and 
61 per cent. in both December, 1933, and December, 
1982. Of the total British tonnage that departed 
42 per cent. was in ballast in the later month and 
41 per cent. a year earlier. 


Movement at Chief Ports.—Particulars of the 
arrivals and departures in the foreign trade at the 
principal ports of the United Kingdom, distinguishing 
the nationalities of the vessels, appear on page 209.

Coasting Trade.—The net tonnage of the arrivals 
with cargo in the coasting trade increased by 2°4 per 
cent. (49,000 tons), while that of departures decreased 
by 21 per cent. (44,000 tons). Increases of 11-6 per 
cent. (241,000 tons) in the arrivals and 66 per cent. 
(138,000 tons) in the departures, were recorded in 
respect of the tonnage of vessels in ballast.

A table showing the average daily movement of 
entrances and clearances in the foreign trade during 
each month of the years 1932 and 1933, compared with 
the average for the period 1924-29 (except 1926) is 
given on page 210. It will be seen that the daily 
movement of tonnage both entered and cleared with 
cargo was greater in 1933 than in 1932 during most 
months of the year, the increase being generally more 
marked in the later months. The figures of entrances 
in February, 1932, were affected by the abnormal 
importation of goods in that month in anticipation of 
the duties which came into force on March 1. For the 
year as a whole the average daily entrances with cargo 
in 1933 were about 2 per cent. higher, and the clear- 
ances rather less than 1 per cent. higher, than in the 
previous year. As compared with the average for 
1924-29 (except 1926) entrances with cargo last year 
were greater in each month except January, but, ex- 
cept in September, clearances with cargo were more 
than 10 per cent. below the five-yearly average 
throughout the year. 

As regards vessels in ballast, entrances in 1933 were 
less in each month, with the exception of September 
and October, than in 1932, while clearances, though 
venerally lower in the earlier months, were appreciably 
higher in the later months, except October. A coin- 
parison with the average for the period 1924-29 (except 
1926) shows that the tonnage entered in ballast during 
each month of the last two years was substantially less 
than that recorded in the corresponding months of the 
earlier period, but clearances in ballast were greater, 
except in January, 1932.

Fata, ACCIDENTS TO SEAMEN 


The number of deaths due to accidents among the 
erews of vessels registered in Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland under the Merchant Shipping Act, 
1894, that were reported during the month of Decem- 
ber, 1933, was 67, of which 48 were caused by 
casualties to vessels. There were no fatal accidents 
reported as having occurred on sailing vessels.

ForrEIGN TRADE—ENTRANCES AND CLEARANCES DURING 
THE Last FIVE QUARTERS 


Tables showing the entrances and clearances of 
vessels at ports in the United Kingdom during each of 
the last five quarterly periods appear on page211. From 
these tables it will be seen that while the net tonnage 
entered and cleared with cargo in the fourth quarter of 
1933 was substantially less than in the third quarter, 
due to the usuai seasonal movement, entrances were 
5 per cent. greater and clearances rather more than 
1 per cent. greater than a year earlier. A decrease of 
6 per cent. in the entrances and an increase of 4 per 
cent. in the clearances was recorded in respect of 
vessels in ballast, compared with the fourth quarter of 
1932. 


There were increases, as compared with the December 
quarter of 1932, in the tonnage both entered and 
cleared with cargo of British, Norwegian and French 
vessels, but German and United States tonnage 
declined. Dutch entrances with cargo last quarter 
were greater than a year ago, but clearances were less, 
while there was a considerable increase in the entrances 
with cargo of vessels of other nationalities, chiefly 
Swedish, Greek and Russian. 


With regard to the trading areas, the tonnage that 


entered with cargo from ‘‘ Northern Europe 
(Foreign),’’ ‘*‘ Central and Eastern Mediterranean 
Countries.’’ Australasia, and ‘‘ West Indies and 


Central America (Atlantic Coast) ’’ was substan- 
tially greater last quarter than in the  corre- 
sponding quarter of 19382; these increases may 
be associated with larger shipments of timber from 
Baltic countries, of wheat from Russian Black Sea 
ports and Australia, and of refined petroleum from the 
Dutch West Indies. Considerable increases were also 
recorded in respect of ‘*‘ South America—Atlantic 
Coast ’’ and ‘“‘ East Africa, Persian Gulf, India,’’ the 
entrances with cargo from the latter area being greater 
than in any of the other four quarters under review. 
Entrances from ‘* North America—Pacific Coast ’’ 
showed a marked decline, due largely to reduced ship- 
ments of wheat from Canadian Pacific ports. 





SPECIAL ARTICLES—Continued 


As regards clearances with cargo, a comparison of 
the December quarters in the two years shows for most 
of the areas no appreciable change. Increases were 
recorded for ‘‘ Northern Europe (Foreign),’’ ‘* Europe 
(Atlantic) and Western Mediterranean Countries *’ and 
the Atlantic Coast of South America, the volume of 
tonnage clearing for the first-named area being 
affected by largely increased exports of coal, particu- 
larly to Denmark, Sweden and Germany. The only 
important decrease was in respect of ‘‘ Central and 
Eastern Mediterranean Countries.’’ Clearances for 
this area were below those recorded in any of the four 
preceding quarters, and in this connection it may be 
noted that exports of coal to Italy were considerably 
less last quarter than in the earlier periods.

MONTHLY TRADE ACCOUNTS 
NEW FORM 


Commencing with the issue for January, 1934, to be 
published on February 14, the Monthly Accounts re- 
lating to Trade and Navigation of the United Kingdom 
will appear in a revised and enlarged form. 

It has become evident recently that there is an 
urgent need for the provision of information whereby 
the course of the trade of the United Kingdom with in- 
dividual countries can be followed more closely than in 
the past. The Import Duties Act, the Agreements 
with the Dominions and India resulting from the Im- 
perial Economic Conference at Ottawa, and the Trade 
Agreements subsequently concluded with certain 
foreign countries, have all tended to create a demand 
for up-to-date and detailed information of this nature. 

The main purpose of the present revision has there- 
fore been to present particulars of our trade with 
individual countries, and with British countries as com- 
pared with foreign countries, in respect of as large a 
number of commodities as possible, consistent with the 
necessity for keeping the size of the Accounts within 
reasonable limits. 

In addition to the country particulars shown for 
separate commodities, the trade with the principal 
individual countries in the commodities comprising each 
Group as a whole will normally be included at the end 
of the Group. This is a new feature of the Accounts. 
and by means of these ‘‘ Group totals by countries ’’ 
it will be possible to obtain information, month by 
month, of the course of the major part of our trade 
with many important British and foreign countries. 

Other amendments include a re-arrangement and 
extension of the Groups comprising Class I (Food, 
Drink and Tobacco), and the removal of the home con- 
sumption figures from the main body of the Accounts 
to a special table which will be published one month in 
arrear. The Bonded Warehouse Account will also be 
published one month in arrear in future, and particulars 
in respect of tea will be included both in this table and 
in the special table containing home consumption 
figures.

GREATER USE OF INDIAN COTTON 
LANCASHIRE INDIAN COTTON COMMITTEE 


Arrangements have now been made for extending 
the membership of the Committee which was set up 
in Lancashire in December, 1932, following the under- 
taking given at Ottawa by H.M. Government in the 
United Kingdom to the Government of India to co- 
operate in the promotion of the greater use of Indian 
cotton in the United Kingdom. 

This Committee, which at the outset represented the 
spinning and manufacturing sections of the cotton 
industry, has now brought its enquiry into the various 
technical problems to a point at which the co-opera- 
tion of other sections is necessary to carry forward the 
efforts that are being made to increase the consumption 
of Indian cotton. 

This position has been in contemplation since the 
commencement of the Committee’s work, and the 
Government have recently been in consultation with 
the various trade organisations regarding the appoint- 
ment of further members to make the Committee fully 
representative of the whole industry. 

The further appointments have now been made and 
the Committee, which will be known in future as the 
‘‘ Lancashire Indian Cotton Committee,’’ reconsti- 
tuted as follows :—

KINGDOM, 1913 AND 1919 TO 1932 


The seventy-seventh number of the “* Statistical 
Abstract for the United Kingdom for each of the Years 
1913 and 1919 to 1932 ’’ (Cmd. 4489, H.M. Stationery 
Office, price 6s. 6d. net) was placed on sale this week. 


The Abstract, which covers a wide range of subjects, 
presents in a summarised form a comprehensive survey 
of the principal official statistics relating to the United 
Kingdom, and indicates the sources from which the 
information is obtained. The volume is provided with 
an index, and is designed to form a useful reference 
book for the student of affairs, both social and political. 


In order to facilitate reference to any desired branch 
of statistical information, the tables are grouped in 
twelve main sections, with their appropriate sub- 
sections. The main sections are as follows:— 


I. Climate. 
II. Population, Natural Increase, and Migration. 
III. Social, Civil, and Industrial Conditions. 
IV. Defence. 
V. National Finance. 
VI. Local Government Finance. 
VII. Banking, Currency, and Wholesale Prices. 
VIII. Provident Associations, ete., Life Assurance, 
Joint Stock Companies, Patents, and Insol- 
vency. 
IX. Agriculture and Fisheries. 
X. Mining, Metals, etc. 
XI. Transport and Communications. 
XII. Trade and Commerce. 


This issue of the Abstract contains more recent infor- 
mation on the subjects dealt with in the previous issue, 
as well as the usual summary table showing some of 
the more important figures at ten yearly intervals, 
starting with the year 1851.° 


Of the alterations made since the last issue, atten- 
tion is drawn in particular to the tables relating to 
education in England and Wales, which are published 
in a new form and contain a comprehensive summary 
of the available information in regard to the public 
educational system. 


In certain other branches of statistics, also, the 
Abstract has been enlarged. A table has been included 
showing the annual average wholesale prices of a 
number of leading commodities in 1913 and in each 
year from 1920 to 1932; and the section dealing with 
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passenger movement has been completed by the addi- 
tion of tables showing arrivals from and departures to 
the Continent of Europe and the Irish Free State, 
respectively, and (in conjunction with the existing table 
of passenger movement with countries out of Europe) 
a summary table of movement to and from all 
countries. 


IMPORT DUTIES ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
EXEMPTIONS FROM DUTY 


On the recommendation of the Import Duties 
Advisory Committee the Treasury have made the 
Import Duties (Exemptions) (No. 1) Order, 1934, 
which provides that the exemption from duty already 
granted in the case of non-precious and imitation stones 
(the raw material of the imitation jewellery industry) 
shall be extended to imitation diamonds of a size and 
shape adapted for use in articles of jewellery or imita- 
tion jewellery, made of glass backed with paint or 
metal, not set or mounted, and not strung (commonly 
known as “‘ chatons ”’). 

The Committee point out in their Report that these 
articles are extensively used by the home manufac- 
turers of imitation jewellery and cannot be economic- 
ally produced in this country. 

The Order also provides for the addition of nickel 
mass and cadmium mass to the Free List. 

These materials, which are important constituents 
in the manufacture of alkaline electrical batteries, are 
not manufactured in this country. Nickel mass con- 
sists largely of nickel hydroxide and cadmium mass is 
a mixture of finely divided metallic cadmium and iron 
partially oxidised. Both materials fall within the scope 
of the Safeguarding of Industries Act, 1921, by reason 
of their content of nickel and cadmium hydroxide 
respectively, but both have been exempted from duty 
under that Act. 

A White Paper (Cmd. 4499), containing the Treasury 
Order and the Advisory Committee’s Reports, is pub- 
lished by H.M. Stationery Office, Adastral House, 
Kingsway, London, W.C. 2. 


APPLICATIONS FOR CHANGES IN DUTY 


The Import Duties Advisory Committee give notice 
of the following applications : — 


(a) For an increase in the import duty on rolled 
sheets, strips, plates and cut or stamped 
dises of zinc. 

(6) For the addition to the Free List of alloys or 
mixtures of calcium and silicon or of 
calcium, silicon and iron, containing not 
less than 20 per cent. cf calcium and not 
less than 60 per cent. of silicon. 


Any representations which interested parties may 
desire to make in regard to these applications should 
be addressed in writing to the Secretary, Import 
Duties Advisory Committee, Caxton House (West 
Block), Tothill Street, Westminster, London, 8.W. 1, 
not later than March 5, 1934. 

The Committee announce that the application pre- 
viously advertised for drawback under Section 9 of the 
Finance Act, 1932, in the case of graphite (plumbago) 
crucibles, and muffle rings, stands, stirrers, and covers 
therefor, in respect of the natural flake graphite used 
in their manufacture, has now been withdrawn. 


AUSTRALIAN TARIFF BOARD 


BEDSTEAD TUBES AND ARTIFICIAL SILK 
PIECE-GOODS 


The Department of Overseas Trade has received tele- 
graphic advice from H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner 
in Australia that a request has been referred to the 
Tariff Board for the cancellation of by-law admission 
of bedstead tubes under Tariff decision 32/483. This 
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decision, By-law 279, placed ‘‘ Tubes, steel welded, 
13 inch by 15 gauge, for use in the manufacture of 
bedsteads, under security ’’ (i.e., guarantee that they 
are imported for that sole purpose) under Tariff 
Item 404. 

Tarifi Item 404 reads:—‘‘ Materials and minor 
articles of a class or kind not commercially produced 
or manufactured in Australia, for use in the manufac- 
ture of goods within the Commonwealth, as prescribed 
by Departmental By-laws: British Preferential Tariff 
—Free. General Tariff—15 per cent. ad valorem. 

Telegraphic advice has also been received to the 
effect that the Tariff Board propose to hear, early in 
May, an application for the admission under Tariff 
Item 404 (see above) of woven artificial silk piece-goods 
in grey and sized. These are at present classified 
under Tariff Item 105D.1:—‘‘ Piece-goods, artificial 
silk, or containing artificial silk, or having artificial silk 
worked thereon:—British Preferential Tariff, 20 per 
cent. ad valorem. General Tariff, 40 per cent. ad 
valorem. 

This information, having been received by telegram, 
is of course subject to confirmation. 


CANADIAN TARIFF BOARD HEARINGS 


With reference to the notice that appeared in the 
‘“ B.T.J.’’ of January 25 (page 162) regarding an 
application to the Canadian Tariff Board in respect of 
whisky, the words ‘‘ increased duty ’’ should read 
‘* revised duty.”’ 


CANADIAN REGULATIONS RESPECTING 
SAMPLES: AMENDMENT 


The Board of Trade are informed that the Canadian 
regulations respecting the treatment of travellers’ 
samples were amended on January 19 so as to provide 
that samples admitted temporarily into Canada from 
the United Kingdom or from countries enjoying most- 
favoured-nation treatment, may, if taken to the United 
States, be re-imported duty-free into Canada within 
one year from the date of their original entry into 
Canada. 

For the purpose of duty-free re-importation the 
Canadian Customs must be satisfied, upon checking 
the samples against the copy of the temporary entry 
and the invoice in possession of the traveller, that 
they are the samples referred to in the temporary 
entry. 

This announcement is based on information received 
by cable and is therefore liable to correction. 


COMPULSORY ANALYSIS OF COOKING 
UTENSILS IN ARGENTINA 


The Commercial Secretary to the British Embassv 
at Buenos Aires has forwarded a translation of a 
Decree, dated January 18, establishing compulsory 
analysis, before clearance from the Customs, of all 
metallic cooking or table utensils, whether tinned or 
enamelled, as well as those of glazed fireclay. The 
Decree will come into force 60 days after the date of 
issue. 


GALLANTRY AT SEA 


THE BOARD OF TRADE SHIELD 


The Board of Trade Shield, awarded annually to the 
Life Saving Apparatus Company in Great Britain or 
Northern Ireland which performs the best wreck 
service of the year, has been awarded for the year 1933 
to the Cairnbulg, Fraserburgh and Rattray Head Com- 
panies for the rescue of the crew of ten men from the 
steam trawler ‘‘ North Queen,’’ of Granton, which was 
wrecked at Whitelink Bay, near Cairnbulg, Aberdeen- 
shire, on February 27-28, 1933. 


The Shield will be presented to the companies by 
Captain V. 8. Rashleigh, C.B.E., R.N., the Chief 
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Inspector of H.M. Coastguard, on February 13 at 
Fraserburgh. 

The details of the service to the ‘‘ North Queen 
are as follow: — 


At 10.20 p.m. on February 27, 1933, during an easterly 
gale, accompanied by a very heavy sea, the Volunteer-in- 
Charge of the Cairnbulg Life Saving Station, who was on 
watch, heard the vessel blowing her syren, and then saw 
that she was ashore on the rocks at Whitelink Bay. He at 
once informed the proper authorities and called out the Life 
Saving Company which is equipped with a 6-lb. line-throwing 
pistol and gear. The Company carried the gear one and a 
half miles over the sand dunes and rocks, firing their first 
rocket at 11.10 p.m. 

Attempts were made to effect communication with the 
wreck, but the vessel was too far from the shore for the 
pistol rockets to reach her. The tide was now rising rapidly 
and the Company retreated and awaited the arrival of the 
Fraserburgh Life Saving Company with their Hawser 
equipment, which had been summoned in the first instance 
to supplement the efforts of the Cairnbulg Company. This 
company arrived at 11.35 p.m. and brought the more power- 
ful rockets at their disposal into action. The first of these 
rockets also failed to reach the vessel, so another position 
was taken up on a rock fifty yards seaward, which was not 
Two more rockets were fired from 
this point but failed to make communication. Owing to the 
rising tide the rock position had to be evacuated. 

By 1.15 a.m. the Rattray Head Life Saving Company, 
who had previously been standing by at Rattray Head, had 
also arrived on the scene, having travelled nine miles. This 
Company had experienced considerable difficulty in getting 
the L.S.A. wagon to the motor omnibus which had been 
ordered to convey the Company and gear. The wagon had 
to be hauled half a mile through marshy ground by the 
Company, assisted by the families of the Coastguard staff, 
to the motor transport which could not approach closer. 

This Company endeavoured to effect communication with 
the wrecked vessel from a position to windward, but this 
was unsuccessful owing to the high wind and great distance. 

A signal was then made to the ‘‘ North Queen ’’ to float 
a line ashore. This was tried, but the line could not be 
found. Shortly afterwards, the wind having eased slightly, 
a rocket machine was taken some distance to a partly sub- 
merged rock and from this position a line was eventually 
got ever the fore part of the vessel. The whip belonging 
to the Fraserburgh apparatus was hauled out by the crew, 
but it was not long enough to reach the vessel, so half the 
Cairnbulg whip was spliced on and the breeches buoy sent 
out. A rescue was then attempted. This was a very diffi- 
cult operation owing to the intervening rocks, and, as the 
first man was being hauled ashore, the whip parted, but 
the man was safely landed although slightly injured. 

Further attempts were made to get another line over the 
vessel but as it was then high water nothing could be done 
until the tide had receded a little. The vessel was then 
being pounded heavily and, except for the fo’castle, was 
being swept by seas. When the tide started to ebb the gear 
was prepared for a rescue with the hawser, and, after three 
more rockets had been fired, communication was effected. 
The hawser was finally set up, the supporting triangle being 
placed as far out on the rocks as possible, and the hawser 
being kept taut by hand. By this means the remaining nine 
men were all landed by 5.0 a.m. 

The three companies worked in co-operation throughout 
various stages of the rescue, and during the whole of the 
operations the rescuers were exposed to a bitterly cold wind, 
while it was necessary for many of them to work up to their 
waists in water.

The transplanting 
and sowing of paddy is going on in the Carnatic and central 
districts. Standing crops have suffered in North Arcot from 
want of rain, otherwise their condition is fair. 


Bihar and Orissa, January 31.—Rain has been light in 
Muzaffarpur, Monghyr, Darbhanga and Purnea. The con- 
dition of standing crops is good. Both rabi crops and the 
land have suffered owing to the earthquake. The harvest- 
ing of the winter crop and the pressing of sugarcane con- 
tinues. Dalua paddy is thriving in Cuttack and Puri. 


Punjab, January 29.—The weather has been dry except 
for light rain in Gurgaon, Ambala and Rawalpindi. The 
condition of standing crops is average to good except in 
unirrigated areas where they are under average. Standing 
crops have been damaged by severe cold and frost. 


Central Provinces, January 27.—The weather has been 
chilly with cold winds. Frost and cold weather have 
damaged 25 to 50 per cent. of the rabi crops in Jubbulpore. 
Cotton picking, the harvesting of juar and threshing of 
paddy are over. The harvesting of early sown linseed has 
begun in Nagpur and Raipur. 


Bengal, February 5.—There have been light and scattered 
showers. The threshing of winter paddy, the harvesting of 
early spring crops, and pressing of sugarcane are progres- 
sing favourably. Standing crops have benefited from recent 
rains. 


Assam, February 5.—The weather has been seasonable, 
and prospects for the crops are fair.—Indian Trade Com- 
missioner in London.

MINERAL PRODUCTION IN 19383 


(from the High Commissioner for Canada in London) 


The Dominion Bureau of Statistics at Ottawa, in its 
preliminary estimate of Canadian mineral production in 
1933 shows an increase in value over the previous year 
of 85 per cent. The total reported for 1933 is 
198,253,000 dollars, as compared with 182,681,915 dols. 
in 1932; but these figures do not include any allowance for 
the difference between the standard price of gold and the 
average price current during the year in Canadian dollars; 
this allowance has been computed at 23,378,000 dols. Pro- 
duction in the metals group was valued at 124,382,000 dols., 
as against 103,495,453 dols. in 1932. There was a reduction 
of 3-5 per cent. in fuels, while other non-metallic minerals 
show an increased value of 28 per cent. 


Silver production totalled 15,360,764 fine ozs., valued at 
5,774,000 dols., as against 18,347,907 fine ozs., worth 
5,811,081 dols., in 1932, a decrease of 16 per cent. in quan- 
tity, but of only 0-64 per cent. in value. Nickel production 
totalled 84,586,300 Ibs., worth 20,736,000 dols., as against 
30,327,968 lbs., valued at 7,179,862 dols., in 1932. 


Copper output amounted to 300,978,523 Ibs., valued at 
21,646,000 dols., an increase of 22 per cent. in quantity and 
42 per cent. in value over the previous year. Lead pro- 
duction increased by 5 per cent. to 269,040,791 Ibs., the 
value being 6,450,000 dols., a gain of 19 per cent. Zinc 
output totalled 199,591,600 lbs., valued at 6,412,000 dols., or 
a gain of 16 per cent. in quantity and 55 per cent. in value. 


Coal output amounted to 11,735,327 tons, as against 
11,738,913 tons in 1932, and crude petroleum production 
increased by 7-8 per cent. to 1,126,100 barrels.

CYPRUS 
CROP REPORT FOR MID-JANUARY 


Climatic conditions have improved and good rains have 
fallen in all parts of the Island; farmers are sowing the 
normal area under wheat. A good average area has also 
been sown to barley owing to the favourable rains; the 
young crop is making good progress. Lifting of winter crop 
potatoes is practically over; sales are good and the export 
trade continues satisfactorily. 

The orange export season is in full swing; there is a great 
improvement in grading and packing, and Cyprus oranges 
are becoming better known on the United Kingdom and 
Central European markets. Lemon sales continue at rather 
low prices. Prospects for carobs indicate an improvement 
in production over the last two seasons, but the trees are still 
suffering from the affects of the two years’ drought.—Trade 
Cemmissioner for Cyprus in London.

FOREIGN TRADE IN NOVEMBER, 1933 


According to the Monthly Abstract of Statistics compiled 
in the Census and Statistics Office, Wellington, imports of 
merchandise during the month under review were valued at 
£1,763,906, this recorded value being equivalent to 
£1,706,000 in sterling and £2,132,000 in New Zealand cur- 
rency. The sterling value of imports was £286,000 below 
the total for November, 1932. Imports of merchandise dur- 
ing the first eleven months of last year were valued at 
£23,370,000 in New Zealand currency and £18,700,000 on a 
sterling basis, an increase of £900,000 on a New Zealand 
currency basis as compared with the corresponding period of 
1932, but a decrease of £1,720,000 in sterling value. 

Exports during November last were valued at £2,968,901 
in New Zealand currency, an advance of 13-9 per cent. on 
the corresponding figure for November, 1932. The favour- 
able winter and spring weather conditions are reflected in 
an earlier beginning to the export season, exports of lamb, 
butter and cheese being substantially in advance of the 
totals for November, 1932. 

During the first eleven months of 1933 exports (excluding 
specie) were valued at £36,890,517 in New Zealand currency, 
equivalent to £29,500,000 on a sterling basis. This repre- 
sents a considerable advance on the corresponding totals 
in New Zealand currency for 1931 and 1932, and a slight 
increase on a sterling basis.

The figures tend to show that the 1933 winter clip was 
approximately 6°5 per cent. larger than the 1932 winter 
clip. The total receipts of mohair at each of the ports were 
larger than those for the corresponding period of 1932.

DOMINICAN REPUBLIC 
ECONOMIC AND TRADE CONDITIONS IN 1932-33 


The year 1932 was one of consolidation in which the bene- 
ficial effects of political stability helped to mitigate the 
consequences of the trade depression and fall in prices, 
*states H.M. Consul at Santo Domingo. 


It says much for the present Government that the 
tremendous fall in trade figures has not produced an un- 
balanced Budget, although it is true that this has been 
accomplished at the expense of suspending the amortisation 
payments on foreign indebtedness and also by setting aside 
to a certain extent the legacy of past domestic extrava- 
gance. There has, however, been no actual repudiation, 
but certain revenues have been earmarked for the gradual 
extinction of internal debt. 


From an expenditure of 15,385,843 pesos in 1929 the 
Budget for 1932 was reduced to and balanced at 7,424,652 
pesos, while that for 1933 presented to Congress by the 
President of the Republic amounted to 7,063,495 pesos. It 
is therefore evident that rigorous economy in State expen- 
diture is being practised, and it is the avowed intention of 
the President that this shall continue. 

There is little doubt that the result of the country’s finan- 
cial efforts has been to stimulate trade within the limits 
imposed by the general situation. Travellers and the local 
British agents say that they have not done so well since the 
depression began, although, of course, the aggregate of 
their trade is smaller. Nevertheless, they are doing a little 
more than making both ends meet, and their outlook has 
changed to hopefulness. This is the surest indication of the 
general trend. Road communications have been tremend- 
ously improved, thanks to the wise use of the small revenues 
at the country’s disposal. The effect is doubly beneficial, 
as it is providing employment locally and is being done 
cheaply, and the improvement has also had a beneficial effect 
on commerce. 


CHIEF EXPporRTs 


Raw sugar is the principal export, and in the year 1932 
there was an increase to 439,541,363 kilogs. in the amount 
exported from 320,028,421 kilogs. in 1931, but a drop in value 
to 6,859,474 pesos from 7,583,908 pesos. These figures may be 
compared with those for 1928, viz., 335,019,937 kilogs, of a 
total value of 16,911,925 pesos, which speak for themselves. 
The greater proportion of the sugar, viz., 70 per cent., was 
exported to Great Britain in 1932. This was a big increase 
on the previous year, when 52 per cent. was shipped. 
France is the next importing country, taking nearly 23 per 
cent. in 1932. Final figures of this season’s crop were not 
available at the time of reporting, but it is believed that 
owing to bad weather and restriction of cultivation during 
the past two years the total production will not reach 
400,000 tons. It is understood that there is likely to be an 
extension of cultivation for the next crop. 


Coffee occupied second place for the first time in 1932. 
Production has gradually increased in recent years, and 
1932 marked the greatest export ever recorded. From 
4,542,480 kilogs. of a value of 2,135,682 pesos in 1928, the 
figures increased to 5,128,219 kilogs. at 1,182,490 pesos in 
1931 and 6,412,613 kilogs. at 1,255,335 pesos in 1932. The 
principal countries importing Dominican coffee (percentages 
in 1932 in parenthesis) are France (34-33), Italy (18-81), 
Porto Rico (14:07), Spain (11-07), and the United States 
(10:94). The large increase in exports to Porto Rico (°91 in 
1931) is explained by the sudden demand for roasted coffee 
created by the cyclone in that island in September, 1932. 


Cocoa dropped to third place in the export list. It is a 
crop which fluctuates considerably. Its principal market is 
New York, where 95 per cent. was sent. Tobacco produc- 
tion has undergone a tremendous fall, principally owing to 
the cessation of demand by the German market, which was 
a large consumer of Dominican~tobacco, and a reduction in 
purchases by France, with the consequent fall in value and 
less cultivation. 


Import TRADE: BritisnH Goops 


The United States supplied, in value, 58-96 per cent. of 
the total imports in 1932, British India coming next with

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6-08 per cent. and the United Kingdom third with 4-87 per 
cent., or 379,645 pesos. In 1931 the United Kingdom’s 
share was 4-96 per :cent., or 503,480 pesos. 


Geographical considerations alone practically explain the 
United Kingdom position. Nevertheless it should be pos- 
sible to offset these to a considerable extent by the estab- 
lishment of a direct steamer line from Great Britain. 
German, Dutch and Spanish ships include the Republic in 
their itinerary, and so are able to give a reasonably quick 
service from their countries, but trade with the United 
Kingdom is severely handicapped by the length of time 
which elapses between the placing of an order and the 
receipt of the goods. 


The relative importance of the different imports from 
Great Britain is as follows :— 


Cotton and manufactures, mostly plain woven cloths, dyed 
cloths, twills, dyed or printed twills, and yarns. 

Miscellaneous foodstuffs. 

Vegetable fibres and manufactures, mostly jute bags, fishing 
nets, yarns, threads, twines, ropes. 

Wrought iron, mostly galvanised iron sheets. 

Liquors and beverages, mostly beer and whisky. 

Woollen goods. 

Paints and pigments. 

Coal, for the British railway. 


_Pharmaceutical products; soap; machinery and apparatus; 
silks and rubber goods. 


Prospects for British trade are not discouraging, and, 
indeed, would be definitely encouraging if shipping connec- 
tions were established. British agents all speak optimis- 
tically of the present state of trade, and, although this 
must not be construed as indicating a big market, it does 
denote that it is worthy of attention. The essential, as 
always, is to find a trustworthy and active agent. On this 
the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S8.W.1, is prepared to advise, as well as on 
general methods of trading, shipping facilities, credit terms 
of payment, collection of accounts, insurance, Customs 
tariffs, consular invoices, advertising, etc. 


FINLAND 
FOREIGN TRADE IN NOVEMBER, 1933 


The British Commercial Secretary at Helsingfors reports 
that Finnish foreign trade in November showed very little 
change over previous months, except that a seasonal decline 
in exports took place. The total volume of trade declined 
to 907-7 million F.marks, as compared with 962-7 million 
mks. in the previous month and 834-9 million mks. in Novem- 
ber, 1932. During the first eleven months of 1933 the total 
volume of trade was 8,423-6 million mks., as against 7,338-6. 
million mks. in the same period of 1932. The increase in 
1933 over 1932 was thus about 15 per cent. 


The value of imports in November, which reached a total 
of 403-7 million mks., was the largest since December, 1930, 
while the total value of imports in the first eleven months 
of 1933 amounted to 3,578-9 million mks., as against 3,120-8 
million mks. in the same period of 1932. 


Export TRADE 


Owimg to the normal seasonal reduction of timber ship- 
ments and to decreased exports of paper and pulp, the total 
value of exports m November declined to 504.0 million mks. 
from 6561-1 million mks., at which figure they stood in 
October. The corresponding total in November, 1932, was 
461-6 million mks. The sum total of exports in the first 
eleven months of last. year was 4,844-7 million mks., as 
against 4,217-8 million mks. in the same period of 1932. A 
surplus of exports over imports amounting to no less than 
1,265-8 million mks. was thus achieved, as compared with 
1,097 million mks. in the same period of 1932, and 1,129-2 
million mks. for the whole of 1932. A new record has there- 
fore been established, and though it is possible that im- 
ports may increase and exports decline still further in 
December, it is not anticipated that a surplus of imports 
will occur in that month, and in any case not so large a 
surplus as to reduce the favourable balance of trade for 
the whole year to a figure inferior to that for 1932.

BritisH [Imports 


Imports from the United Kingdom in November were very 
encouraging. The total value reached 97-2 million mks., 
which is the largest monthly figure recorded for a number 
of years, and may reasonably be considered the first fruits of 
‘* British Week.’’ The United Kingdom supplied in Novem- 
ber last 24-1 per cent. of Finland’s total imports, a figure 
that has probably never been equalled. 


FRANCE 


FOREIGN TRADE IN 1938 
(From the British Embassy) 


Paris. 
The returns of French foreign trade for the year 1933 
show that the value of imports amounted to 28,425 million 
francs, as against 29,808 million frs. in 1932, a decrease of 
1,383 million frs., or nearly 44 per cent.; that of exports 
was 18,433 million frs., as compared with 19,705 million frs., 
a decrease of 1,272 million frs., or nearly 64 per cent. 


During the past year imports of foodstuffs fell by 1,378 
million frs. (12-6 per cent.) and of manufactured articles 
by 629 million frs. (11-2 per cent.), while there was an in- 
crease of 624 million frs. (4-7 per cent.) in those of raw 
materials. Exports of foodstuffs fell by 399 million frs. 
(13-6 per cent.) and of manufactured articles by 1,057 million 
frs. (8°6 per cent.), but there was a rise of 184 million frs. 
(4-0 per cent.) in those of raw materials. 

An unfavourable balance of visible exchanges amounting 
to 9,992 million frs. is shown for 1933, as against one of 
10,103 million frs. for 1932. 


As regards weight, imports in 1933 amounted to 48,515,000 
tons, as against 47,648,000 tons, an increase of 867 tons, and 
of exports to 25,055,000 tons, as against 23,623,000 tons, an 
increase of 1,432,000 tons. Imports of foodstuffs fell by 
1,733,000 tons and of manufactured articles by 214,000 tons, 
but there was a rise of 2,814,000 tons in those of raw 
materials. Exports of foodstuffs rose by 32,000 tons, of raw 
materials by 1,016,000 tons and of manufactured articles by 
384,000 tons. 


GERMANY 


FOREIGN TRADE IN DECEMBER AND THE 
YEAR 1933 
(From the British Commercial Counsellor) 


BERLIN. 

In December last imports increased from 351 million marks 
to 374 million mks. and exports from 394 million mks. to 
424 million mks.,a surplus of exports amounting to 50 million 
mks. Taking the year as a whole, imports declined im 
value from 4,667 million mks. in 1982 to 4,204 million mks. 
in 1983, a decrease of about 10 per cent., while exports de- 
clined from 5,739 million mks. in 1982 to 4,872 million mks. 
in 19838, a decrease of about 16 per cent. in value. 


The decline in imports was greatest in foodstuffs and 
beverages, which fell from 1,490 million mks. to 1,080 million 
mks., whereas the decline in exports was chiefly accounted 
for by smaller exports of manufactured goods, which fell 
from 4,490 million mks. to 3,790 million mks.

The surplus of exports over imports for the year 1933 
amounted to 668 million mks., as against 1,072 million mks.

Imports increased from 351 million mks. in November to 
374 million mks. in December. Imports of southern fruits 
advanced by 3°6 million mks., meat and bacon by 1-9 million 
mks., fish and fish products by 1-7 million mks. In the 
raw material group, wool increased by 9:1 million mks., non- 
oleiferous seeds by 2-2 million mks., skins for furs by 1:8 
million mks., cotton by 1:5 million mks., and calf and 
bullock hides by 1-2 million mks. Rayon and floss silk yarns 
imports advanced by 1-9 million mks., and leather by 1-5 
million mks., while fruit (other than tropical) declined by 
2:5 million mks., and butter by 1-4 million mks., oilfruits and 
oil seeds by 2 million mks., and wood and woodpulp by 1:8 
million mks. 

Export TRADE 


Exports increased from 394 million mks. in November to 
424 million mks. in December. The increases were mainly of 
manufactured goods, the most important being non-electrical 
machines, + 6-1 million mks.; electric machines and electro- 
technical manufactures, + 4-3 million mks.; chemical and 
pharmaceutical products and dyestuffs, + 4:3 million mks. ; 
rolling mill products and other iron manufactures, + 3-7 
million mks.; glass and glass wares, + 2-7 million mks.; 
paper and paper goods, + 1-7 million mks., and textile 
finished goods, + 2-1 million mks. 

Imports increased from Spain (fruit), the United States 
(apples, furs and skins), and Australia (wool), while exports 
were larger to Holland, the United States and Japan. Ex- 
ports to the Soviet Union and Belgium declined.

HAYTI 


ECONOMIC CONDITIONS AND IMPORT TRADE 


Since the last Report on Hayti, which described conditions 
up to November, 1930, little change has occurred in the 
position, *writes H.M. Consul at Port-au-Prince. By the

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end of 1930 the trade depression was in full swing, and the 
internal adjustments suffered by every trading community 
had already to a large extent been made. The currency 
difficulties which attacked so many countries were not experi- 
enced in Hayti, where the national currency, the gourde, is 
by law exchangeable for United States dollars at a fixed 
rate. Up till 1928 the Haytian Treasury had had varying 
fortunes, making sometimes a surplus and sometimes a 
deficit, but at the end of that financial year (September 30, 
1928) there was an accumulated surplus of over 19 million 
gourdes. 

Since then there has been a deficit each year, and the 
present surplus amounts to little over 12 million gdes. As 
the last two years have each absorbed about 44 million gdes, 
in deficits, it is clear that the insurance against bad years 
provided by the Financial Adviser to the Haytian Govern- 
ment in the form of the Treasury surplus will not last long 
at the present rate, and that an improvement in trade is 
the only alternative to drastic measures of economy. It 
should be pointed out that interest and amortisation have 
regularly been paid on the external debt, and that the 
financial position, though serious, presents no cause for 
immediate anxiety. 

The continued slump in prices of raw materials is, of 
course, responsible for this retrogression. Haytian pro- 
sperity is dependent on agricultural products, chiefly coffee, 
and the revenue is derived mainly from export and import 
duties. Although the Government has maintained strict 
economy, the drop in revenues has been too sharp to be 
counterbalanced, and although increased taxation has been 
resorted to, revenue and expenditure have not been 
balanced. Prospects for the financial year 1932-3 were, how- 
ever, somewhat brighter at the time of writing owing to a 
large coffee crop and to changes in the method of collecting 
revenue. The 1933 crop has been estimated at approximately 
40 million kilogs. Business naturally remains quiet, and 
merchants are continuing the hand-to-mouth policy de- 
scribed in the last Report. 


Import TRADE 


The country is dependent on foreign trade for its pro- 
sperity and for the maintenance of a reasonable standard of 
living according to modern ideas. For the sixteen-year 
period since the appointment of a General Receiver the 
average of foreign trade was 147,600,000 gdes. yearly. The 
excess of imports over exports has averaged about 1} million 
gdes. It is natural that recent years have fallen below 
the average: prices have fallen, crops have been bad, and 
the general depression has caused imports to be reduced to 
a minimum. The factors dominating Haytian import trade 
are the type of Haytian produce and the social condition of 
the inhabitants. There are no industries producing manu- 
factured goods, and exports consist entirely of raw materials, 
some of which have gone through a process of preparation, 
such as sisal and sugar. The population is something over 
two and a half million, of which the urban population is 
probably not above 250,000. The peasants are extremely 
poor, but it is popularly supposed that they can easily grow 
whatever foodstuffs they need in a country bountifully 
blessed by Nature. 

It is therefore somewhat surprising to find that out of an 
average import total of 77,069,594 gdes. no less than 
23,231,763 gdes. came under the heading of foodstuffs. 
Nearly half of this consisted of wheat flour, the other main 
items being lard, fish and rice, and the United States are 
the chief suppliers. 

The most important class of import after foodstuffs is 
clothing, and the largest individual item in this category 
is blue denim, which is the universal wear of the peasant. 
This has for many years been a monopoly of the United 
States, and until British manufacturers can produce a cloth 
capable of competing with the American “‘ Nelson _— 
with a weight of about 2-80 yards to the lb., the market is 
inaccessible. Next in importance to denims come, probably, 
otis cloths, in which British manufacturers are now able to 
compete. 

It may be observed that newcomers to the market are 
handicapped by the natural conservatism of traders who 
have little to gain by experiment, and in certain lines by the 
conservatism of the native buyer, who is used to particular 
types of goods, and is not easily prevailed upon to change. 
This applies especially to articles of staple use, such as 
denims, where a particular type has become so much used 
that even a slight variant is unacceptable. On the other 
hand, there is little prejudice concerning light goods like 
ginghams, where the market is susceptible to the appeal of 
pattern and price. Although the great majority of the 
textiles imported are of cheap qualities, there is a small 
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market among the élite and the foreign element for better- 
class fabrics, and there seems a shortage at present of 
fadeless dress-materials. 


The strength of the Haytian market for staple lines of 
clothing material may be judged from the fact that while 
even imports of foodstuffs declined heavily in 1931-2, 
imports of clothing increased. 


IMPORTS FROM THE UNITED KINGDOM 


An analysis given in an appendix to the Report shows 
that there has been a considerable increase in the United 
Kingdom imports of raw cotton and sugar, while exports 
of cotton goods and soap have risen. It is, indeed, a matter 
of satisfaction that while Haytian imports as a whole have 
declined 22 per cent., the chief items of import from the 
United Kingdom have increased by 8 per cent. For the 
past few years importers have quite naturally been dealing 
in a hand-to-mouth manner, and so long as the depression 
continues it will be a matter of difficulty to establish busi- 
ness in any lines not already well known, or involving an 
element of risk to the importer. It is nevertheless worth 
while for firms doing business with the Antilles and Central 
America to visit Hayti, especially since the economic struc- 
ture of the country is such that it will probably be among 
the first to respond to any general improvement in world 
conditions. 


Some of the articles in which it is thought that United 
Kingdom goods might compete are enumerated in another 
appendix. Given an improvement in conditions there seems 
a good prospect of substantially increasing British trade 


with Hayti. 


HUNGARY

The month under review closed therefore with an active 
balance of 12-2 million pengés in comparison with an active 
balance of 200,000 pengiés in November, 1932. 


In the first eleven months of 1933 the value of imports 
into Hungary amounted to 287-4 million pengés as com- 
pared with 301-8 million pengés in the corresponding period 
of 1932, while exports totalled 355-1 million pengés and 294-8 
million pengés respectively. There was therefore an active 
balance during the period in question of 67-7 million pengés 
in comparison with a passive balance of 7 million pengés 
during the same period of 1932. 


In comparison with November, 1932, there was a consider- 
able increase during November last in the import of cut 
and sawn wood, mineral oil, pig and scrap iron, aniline 
dyes, and raw jute. On the other hand, there was a reduc- 
tion in imports of coke and polished and unpolished rice. 
In the case of exports there was a large increase in wheat, 
pigs, feathers, machinery, repaired barges and repaired 
railway coaches, while there was a falling off in exports of 
ma!t, wine, oil seeds and cattle.

GERMANY—FINLAND 


DENUNCIATION OF GERMAN-FINNISH 
COMMERCIAL TREATY 


The Board of Trade are informed that the Commercial 
Treaty between Germany and Finland which was signed at 
Berlin on June 26, 1926 (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of November 11, 
1926, page 509) and the subsequent Exchanges of Notes 
have been denounced with effect from January 1, 1934. 


A statement showing the increased duties on certain goods 
on the Finnish Customs Tariff which have come into force 
as a result of the expiry of these Commercial Agreements 
was given in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of January 11, 1934 (page 63). 


ROUMANIA—YUGOSLAVIA 


FURTHER PROLONGATION OF COMMERCIAL 
AGREEMENT 


The Board of Trade are informed that the Provisional 
Commercial Agreement between Roumania and Yugoslavia, 
which was signed at Bucharest on August 4, 1930, and which 
was due to expire on January 1, 1934, has been prolonged 
for a further period of six months from January 1.

FRANCE—SOVIET UNION 
COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of January 24 contains a 
Decree, dated January 23, which provides for the pro- 
visional application of a Commercial Agreement between 
France and the Soviet Union, signed on January 11, 1934, 
at Paris and effective until December 31, 1934. Under the 
Agreement France grants ‘‘ Minimum ”’ Tariff treatment to 
certain kinds of Soviet products (in some cases for a 
specified quota of goods only) and ‘‘ Intermediate ”’ rates in 
respect of certain others. 


For certain goods subject to quota restrictions in France, 
the Soviet Union is granted a specified percentage of the 
total quotas allotted; among the goods affected by this pro- 
vision are certain agricultural produce, some kinds of fish, 
lobsters and crayfish, pulse, timber, oil-cake, china clay, 
coal,* glue, certain paper, certain leather, and some toys. 
The Soviet Union is to receive ‘‘ Minimum ’”’ Tariff treat- 
ment for all goods subject to French quota restrictions, and 
it is provided in addition that when aquota is divided among 
supplying countries the Soviet Union is to receive an equit- 
able share to be fixed by agreement; this share is not to be 
based on a period during which the Soviet Union was not 
importing into France under conditions equal to those 
enjoyed by other countries. Where licences are required, 
the Soviet Union is to benefit from the conditions generally 
applied to other countries. France undertakes not to apply 





* A Protocol to the Agreement provides that one-half of the 
tonnage of coal allotted to the Soviet Union under the Agree- 
ment shall be carried in vessels flying the French flag. .

in her colonies or mandated territories measures specifically 
directed against the Soviet Union by way of exception to 
a general rule. 


Provisions, effective until December 31, 1935, are also 
made for the status of Soviet commercial representatves in 
France. 

A Protocol to the Agreement withdraws the prohibition on 
the import into France of salted skins from the Soviet 
Union.

IMPORT DUTIES ACT, 1932: IMPORT DUTIES 
(EXEMPTIONS) (NO. 1) ORDER, 1934: 
IMITATION DIAMONDS, CADMIUM MASS AND 
NICKEL MASS 


1. By virtue of their powers under Section 1 of the 
Import Duties Act, 1932, the Treasury have directed by 
the above Order, that the following classes and descriptions 
of goods shall be added to the First Schedule of the Import 
Duties Act, 1932, as from February 5, 1934:— 


Imitation diamonds of a size and shape adapted for 
use in articles of jewellery or imitation jewellery, made 
of glass backed with paint or metal, not set or mounted, 
and not strung. 


Cadmium mass, consisting substantially of finely 
divided metallic cadmium and iron partially oxidised. 


Nickel mass, consisting substantially of nickel hy- 
droxide and graphite. 


2. The Order applies to goods of the classes and descrip- 
tions set out above which are entered with the Customs on 
or after February 5, 1934, or which have not been removed 
from a bonded warehouse before that date. 


3. The Order involves amendments to Part 3 (Exemptions) 
of the Customs and Excise Tariff at pages 11, 13 and 14.

AUSTRALIA 
MARKING OF CERTAIN GOODS WITH COUNTRY 
OF ORIGIN 


In the issue of the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of December 21 (page 892) 
particulars were given of the new Regulations regarding the 
marking of certain goods with the country of origin on 
importation into the Commonwealth. A report from H.M. 
Senior Trade Commissioner in Australia gives the following 
additional information regarding these Regulations. As 
regards power puffs, it has been decided that the marking 
should be applied to the goods themselves where practicable. 
The Australian authorities point out that ‘‘ powder puffs of 
the type ordinarily used by ladies usually have a piece of 
ribbon or other material sewn on the back for holding pur- 
poses, and there should be no difficulty in applying the 
marking to such ribbon.” 


With regard to electric incandescent lamps in cases where 
it may be impracticable for the lamps themselves to be 
marked as to country of origin, the necessary marking must 
appear on the immediate container. Marking as to voltage 
and wattage is necessary only in respect of lamps of general 
lighting service types. Lamps such as head and tail lamps 
for motor cars need clear marking as to origin only. 


BOUNTY ON TRACTION ENGINES 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the ‘‘ Iron and 
Steel Products Bounty Act, 1933,’’ which amends the “‘ Iron 
and Steel Products Bounty Act, 1922-1929,” to provide that 
when the rates of bounty on traction engines have been

decreased by an amount corresponding to an increase in 
Customs duties, and a further Customs Tariff has been intro- 
duced bringing into operation decreased Customs duties on 
these articles, then the rates of bounty may be increased by 
an amount which, in the opinion of the Minister, after 
enquiry and report by the Tariff Board, corresponds to the 
amount by which the Customs duties are decreased and 
which is recommended by the Tariff Board as necessary for 
the maintenance of the industry.

EXEMPTION FROM CUSTOMS DUTY OF 
CERTAIN PETROLEUM 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Singapore has forwarded to 
the Board of Trade a copy of Notification No. 9186, pub- 
lished in the ‘‘ Federated Malay States Government 
Gazette ’’ of December 29, which provides for the exemption 
from Customs duty of aviation spirit (petroleum) imported 
by, or uplifted for use in any aircraft belonging to an inter- 
national aircraft operating company, as part of its fuel 


supply. 


GOLD COAST 
INVOICING REQUIREMENTS 


The Gold Coast Customs Tariff Further Amendment Regu- 
lations, 1933, effective on and after January 1 last, provide, 
inter alia, that the country of origin must be shown on all 
invoices of goods imported into the Gold Coast. Hitherto 
the insertion of the name of the country of origin on such 
invoices was not insisted upon. 


The Regulations also require that every invoice shall show 
in the currency of Great Britain the price at which articles 
were purchased, and if the articles were not purchased in 
that currency, ‘the invoice shall also show their value in the 
currency in which they were purchased and the rate at 
which the commutation was made. 


JAMAICA 
SUGAR INDUSTRY CONTROL LAW, 19383 


The Sugar Industry Control Law, 1933, assented to on 
December 14, 1933, provides for the regulation of the 
sale and manufacture of sugar in, and the importation 
of sugar into Jamaica, and empowers the Governor to 
appoint a Sugar Control Board to carry out those provisions. 


The Law prohibits the importation of sugar into the Island 
except under licence from the Sugar Control Board, and 
empowers the Governor to impose an excise duty of not 
more than £7 per ton on all refined granulated sugar manu- 
factured in the Colony, and to fix, on the advice of the 
Sugar Control Board, the maximum retail prices for the 
various grades of sugar in the Colony.

‘* Moniteur Belge ”’ of January 30 contains an Order, dated 
January 9 and effective on February 1, which provides that 
a licence must be obtained from the Minister of Transport 
for (a) the import, transit and export of shrimps (fresh, 
dried or preserved); and (hb) the transit to all countries 
and the export to France and the United Kingdom of sea 
fish (fresh, frozen or chilled). 


The Commercial Counsellor to H.M, Embassy at Brussels 
reports that, as from February 1, a tax of 50 centimes per 
kilog., plus a surtax of 1-50 frs. on fine fish, is payable on 
licences for the import of foreign fish. Herrings are not 
covered by this tax. 


BRAZIL 


EXPORT OF SCRAP IRON PROHIBITED

With reference to the notice in the “ B.T.J.’’ of Janu- 
ary 4 (page 22) regarding a provision of the French Budget 
Law instituting a tax of 50 francs per hectolitre on all liquid 
fuels used in road transport, it should be noted that the 
French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of January 24 contains a Decree, 
dated January 22, laying down regulations for the assess- 
ment of this tax. The Decree provides, inter alia, that in 
respect of the various heavy oils used in motor vehicles 
the tax shall be based on an average density of 0-85 for gas 
oils and 0°98 for fuel oils, so that the tax will be 59 frs. per 
100 kilogs. on the former and 55 frs. per 100 kilogs. on the 
latter. 


GERMANY 


[IMPORTATION OF MOTHER-OF-PEARL 
BUTTONS (AGREEMENT WITH 
IZECHOSLOVAKIA) 


The ‘‘ Deutscher Reichsanzeiger ’’ of January 31 contains 


the text of an Exchange of Notes between Germany and 
Czechoslovakia, signed at Berlin on January 29, which re- 
vises the Exc hange of Notes dated December 21 last (see

The same issue of the ‘‘ Gazzetta ’’ contains three Decree- 
Laws modifying the ‘‘General ”’ tariff rates of duty on bovine 
cattle; poultry; fresh, chilled and frozen meat; leather foot- 
wear; and parts of sewing and embroidering machines. The 
new ‘‘ General ”’ rate of duty for sewing machine parts is 
set out above, but all the other goods are subject to ‘‘ Con- 
ventional ’’ rates of duty so that the tariff treatment of such 
goods coming from the United Kingdom and other countries 
entitled to most-favoured-nation treatment in Italy is un- 
affected. 


With reference to the notice in last week’s issue of the 
“B.T.J.”’ (pages 186-7), regarding ‘‘ Customs Duty In- 
creases,’ it should be noted that the new duty on fresh 
butter is 500 lire per 100 kilogs. and on melted and salted 
butter 540 lire per 100 kilogs. and not 400 and 432 lire as 
stated.

TEMPORARY IMPORTATION FACILITIES 


The ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale ’”? (Rome) of January 23 contains 
a Royal Decree-Law dated January 11, in force on publica- 
tion, which provides for the temporary importation facilities 
indicated below :— 


Temporary importation facilities are to be extended to: — 

Klectric petrol level indicators for the completion of

A further Royal Decree-Law of the same date provides for 
a refund of import duty to the amount of 20 lire per kilog. 
on glass beads, loose or threaded, or made up into flowers 
or fringes, when subsequently exported. The minimum 
quantity which may benefit by this concession is 25 kilogs. 


A Ministerial Decree published in the ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale”’ 
of January 24 provides for a refund of sales tax at the 
rate of 2 lire for every 100 lire shown on the invoice of the 
foreign firm on all glass beads when exported in the forms 
mentioned in the Royal Decree above. 


DUTY-FREE ADMISSION 


The ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale ’’ (Rome) of January 23 contains 
a Royal Decree-Law dated January 11, in force on publica- 
tion, which provides for the duty-free admission of the 
under-mentioned chemical products when for use in the 
manufacturing processes indicated :—

PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period February 1 to 10 in respect of import and export 
duties, Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or 
notes of the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 139-78 per cent. 


[This applies to 75 per cent. of the duties, the remaining 
25 per cent. as notified in the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of January 2, 1930, 
being payable in gold coin or in gold currency cheques drawn 
on or endorsed by qualified Spanish banks or foreign banks 
established in Spain. For certain classes of goods, how- 
ever, the whole duty is payable in gold coin or in gold

SPANISH POSSESSIONS IN THE GULF 
OF GUINEA 


DUTY ON RICE 


The ‘‘Gaceta de Madrid” for January 31 contains a 
Decree, dated January 29, which fixes the duty on rice 
imported into the Spanish Possessions in the Gulf of Guinea 
at 50 per cent. of those applicable to rice imported into 
Spain. 

The duty, in the case of imports from countries entitled to 
most-favoured-nation treatment, is, therefore, 5 gold pesetas 
per 100 kilogs. net for rice with the husk and 10 gold 
pesetas per 100 kilogs. net for rice without the husk. 


Rice was formerly free of duty in Spanish Guinea. Goods 
proved to have been shipped before the date of publication 
of the Decree are exempt from the new duties.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 


IMPORTATION OF LIQUOR 

H.M. Representative at Washington reports that, in re- 
cognition of the fact that the prospective available supply of 
neutral spirits and aged American-typed whiskies for blend- 
ing and rectifying purposes is inadequate to meet the normal 
demand, the Temporary Liquor Import Committee has 
issued permits to import alcoholic beverages in bulk to be 
used solely for the production of American-type rye and 
bourbon whiskies by rectification or blending in domestic 
rectifying plants. Permits have also been issued for the 
importation of American-type rye and bourbon whiskies in 
bottles for sale in that form to wholesalers and retailers for 
immediate distribution to the consuming public.

BRITISH INDIA 


PROPOSED REVISION OF CUSTOMS DUTIES 
ON TEXTILES 


The Board of Trade have received information to the 
effect that a Bill was introduced in the Indian Legislature 
on February 5, to provide for the imposition of the revised 
rates of Customs duty set out in statement A below on 
textiles, etc., imported into British India. The particulars 
shown in this statement are based upon cabled advice and, 
accordingly, are subject to correction. 


As the proposed changes would involve extensive amend- 
ment of the textile duties at present levied, it has been con- 
sidered desirable to show in a separate statement (B) the 
items (from 119/43 C to 126/133, both inclusive) at present 
included in the section of the ninth issue of the Indian 
Customs Tariff covering yarns and textile goods (as 
amended by the Bill introduced on December 22—see issues 
of the “‘ B.T.J.”’ of January 4 (page 17) and January 11 
(page 58) ) as well as certain items (ex 46/78, 59/180 and 
162/24 C) included in other parts of the Tariff which would 
be affected by the proposed revision. 


It is anticipated that a comparison of the two statements 
will enable the proposed change of Tariff treatment to be 
ascertained in almost all cases. With regard to the pro- 
posed new item in statement A, which reads 


‘‘ Apparel, hosiery, haberdashery, millinery, drapery, 
hats, caps, bonnets and hatters’ wares, bona fide fents 
of all materials less than 4 yards in length and all sorts 
of textile manufactures not otherwise specified,’’ 


it is understood that this item would cover such of the goods 
in the following Tariff items in statement B as are not 
covered by the balance of the proposed new items in state- 
ment A, viz., 59/180, 121-A/198, 122 A/238, 123/100, 
125/45 A, and 126/133. The proposed new item referred to 
would not cover the following items in statement B, in re- 
spect of which the duties would not be altered, viz.,

F.B1I. Business Barometer: Review of Trade Conditions and 
Prospects, First Quarter. Published by the Federation of 
British Industries, 21, Tothill Street, London, 8.W.1. 


Grading Rules and Standard Sizes for Emre Hardwoods. 
Prepared by the Advisory Committee on Timbers, Imperial 
Institute. 


The Imperial Institute has recently published a set of 
grading rules and standard sizes for Empire hardwoods (square 
edged), prepared by the Advisory Committee on Timbers of 
the Institute and recommended by them for use in dealing with 
consignments of these timbers shipped to the United Kingdom. 
The grading rules have been approved by the hardwood section 
of the Timber Trade Federation of the United Kingdom, and 
the British Standards Institution have agreed to the circulation 
of the rules pending consideration of them for inclusion in 
the National Specifications for Timber which the Institution 
has in preparation as an outcome of the Ottawa Conference. 


The report of the Sub-Committee, approved by the Adviso 
Committee, comprises grading rules bor Empire hardwoods 
(square-edged) intended for shipment to the United Kingdom 
and a Memorandum on sizes in which they should be marketed, 
and contains a recommendation for action by overseas Gov- 
ernments in regard to obtaining further information relative 
to the subject. The rules for hardwoods from countries other 
than Canada and New Zealand (where the rules of_ the 
National Hardwood Lumber Association are in force) govern 
the three following grades: viz., I, Standard Grades; 
II, Wormy Grades; and III, Grades for Shorts, Squares, 
Strips and Quarter-sawn Stock. Standard defects are de- 
fined in an appendix. Further appendices comprise a state- 
ment of percentages of sawn lumber of specified timbers which 
must be free from defects in order that the lumber may be 
graded as first quality or prime; and also definitions of tech- 
nical terms occurring in the grading rules. The report has 
been dispatched overseas to all Empire countries having hard-

wood resources for distribution to official and trade interests 
concerned and to the recognised standardising bodies. 


It is desired that the grading rules should be put into com- 
mercial use at the earliest feasible opportunity, and experience 
gained of their working and suitability for the object in view.

British Legion: Annual Report and Accounts, 1932-33. 


The thirteenth Annual Report and audited statement of 
accounts covers the financial year ended on September 30, 
1933, and shows that the Poppy Day Collections of Novem- 
ber 11, 1932 (excluding Scotland) amounted to £467,589. The 
Report deals fully with the activities of the British Legion in 
the administration of moneys contributed by the public on 
Poppy Day for the relief of ex-Service men and their depen- 
dants who are in distressed circumstances. It has been found 
that distress is mainly caused through unemployment, and the 
Legion, for some time now, has made the finding of employ- 
ment for ex-Service men the most important of the activities 
of its members. During the year under review no less than 
38,811 men were found jobs; this number includes men who 
still carry a disability, the result of war wounds. On page 31 
a reference is made to the work done for the unemployed, 
and service generally to the community as a whole in response 
to an appeal made to the Legion in January, 1933, by H.R.H. 
the Prince of Wales. 


The acute depression in industry and commerce has taken its 
toll of ex-Service men and their dependants, and there has 
been no falling off in the administration of “‘ relief in kind.”’ 
For this purpose 3,692 voluntary relief committees have been 
at work during the year. These committees are composed of 
members of the branches who freely give their time, so that 
former comrades of the trenches shall not be in want, and at 
the same time the public who subscribe are assured that the 
fund is being well and truly administered. On nage 55 of the 
on a full account is given of this branch of the Legion’s 
WOrkK, 


The Legion has taken its part in the discussions on Dis- 
armament, and representatives were present at Geneva in 
March, 1933, to put forward the views of the Legion (page 43). 

The Prince of Wales British Legion Pension Fund, raised 
by H.R.H. the Prince of Wales, from the sale of the Legion 
Book, gives to the prematurely aged ex-Service man or woman 
a measure of assistance during a difficult period (page 36). 

The needs of war pensioners continue, and the Legion gives 
freely of advice and assistance ; reference to page 31 will give 
an idea of the immensity of the problem still to be met and 
the work the Legion is doing.

The “‘ Business Man’s Guide ’’ condenses the reviews issued 
over a period of two years (1932 and 1933), and indexes such 
reviews by the subjects covered. A glance at this index will 
indicate that the publishers have been doing useful work in 
assisting businéss by placing at the convenience of all the 
specialised experience of the few. Whether for reference by 
an important executive, for purposes of staff training or pre- 
liminary education in the art of business management, there 
exists to-day an extremely valuable supply of information in 
book or typewritten form. It is the Management Library’s 
endeavour to winnow this supply to prevent waste of time in 
reading that which is irrelevant, yet to ensure that good man- 
agement misses no publication the digestion of which may be 
of nutritive value. :
